In continuation of our observations on 
the. correspondence arising out of the report 
of. the Education, Committee, 1902, and 
because “of the intimate acquaintance 
we.claim with the requirements of the Chi- 
nese, for whom Queen’s College was, prima 
/ ¢ie, intended, we make it our excuse for 
again bringing to the notice of our. readers 
the pertinent minutes by Dr.-Bateson Wright 
on the Committee's recommendations, which, 
hitherto, have received but scant public atten- 
tion. In dealing with the object and sphere- 
of usefulness of the institution, Dr: Wright 
says he always understood ‘that the main 
object of Queen's College. was not to train 
boys for mere copying clerks, bookkeepers 
or’ even translators or interpreters, but to 
give them a generally thorough good educa- 
tion, in which the knowledge of English was 
‘to bear a prominent part. In this view he 
has Leen supported by thé public utterances 
of various Governors and, go ‘recently as 
4th February, 1893, by the Marquis ‘of 
Ripon’s despatch, “ Victoria (Queen's) Col- 
lege ought to be the model ‘secondary 
school of the Colony.” He hopes that 
this broad view of the scope of the 
curriculam of the College will not be nar- 
rowed down, in the altempt to turn ouf 
boys proficient in translation and Jnterpreta- 
tion. Ourboys, he says, have become doctors, 
engineers, etc. throughout the Empire of 
China, as well as clerks in mercantile, pro- 
fessional and Government (Civil, Naval and 
Military) offices in -this ‘Colony, Japan and 
the Philippines, and of these the most cele- 

brated are the men whose intellectual powers 
were sharpencd: by a successful course of 
study under the existing system, and were for 


the most part distinguished in mathematics, 
‘fut tae COmmMittee shares, the view of Sir 


George Bowen, Sir’ William Des Voeux and 
and Sir. W. J. Gascoigne, that the benefit to 
the Empire of China from boys educated in 
Queen's College, irrespective of birthplace, 
should ‘not be ignored, he ‘is at a loss to 
understand the statement, “the majority of 
the goo boys at Queen's College belong to 
this class” Non-resident. In his letter of 
aand September, 


scholars were without 
parents or near relations resident in the 
Colony; and he has no reason to believe 
that any material change in this-ratio has 
since taken place. Regarding the internal 
organisation, he says he could arrange for an 
English master to give instruction in English 
14 hours daily to three classes, but he very 


yj much deprecated lessening the respon- 


sibility ofeach teacher in his own class. It 
is also unadvisable, he wrote, for any man 
to give daily more than two reading and one 
conversational lessons, as either his nerves 
will suffer from overstrain, or the class from
